HITLER’S BOLT 


Cardinal Question of Cur. 
rent Politics is Asked 


at Berlin 


BERLIN, Oct. 16.—Konstan- 
tin Von Neurath, the German 
foreign ministcr, summarized 
“the cardinal question” of cur- 
rent politics today by asking. 
“shall the divicion of nation: 
into victors and vanquished be 
eternalised.” 

Baron Von Neurath received the 
entire foreign press and discussed 
Germany's withdrawal from the 
League of Nations and the disarma- 
ment conference. He asserted: 

“The cardinal question around 
which the entire politics of the 
present day turns, and concerning 
which the unequivocal answer 
must be given is: 

“Shall the division of nations 
into yictors and vanquished be 
eternalized or is, at last, the prin- 
ciple to receive recognition that 
all states are members with equal 
rights of the community of na- 
tions? 

“The recognition and realization 
of this principle is decisive for 
every form of international co- 
operation. 

“All statesmen for 
theoretically proclaimed this as a 
self-evident truth, but they could 
not bring themselves to drawing the 
necessary and practical conse- 
quences from it. 

“Last Saturday it became clear 
at Geneva that the German people 
are denied equality in one of the 
questions supremely affecting its 
very existence, namely, national 
security. Thereby the powers’ 
destroyed the foundation on which 
the honest and truthful co-opera- 
tion of nations alone is thinkable. 

“They thereby deprived Germany 

of the possibility to participate 
within the framework of the Gen- 
eva institution in discussions of 
actua] international problems. 

“With an evident will to discrim- 
inate against Germany on this prin- 
ciple they violated the fundamental | 
idea underlying the League of Na-| 
tions and themselves gave evidence | 
that they attach no importance to 
honest and real co-operation with | 
Germany. | 

“The German people would de- 
fame themselves and act dishon- 
estly if, despite this condition of 
things, it attempted to keep up 
= appearance of such co-opera- 
jon.”

GENEVA, Oct. 16.—In swift and 
emphatic phrase Arthur Henderson, 
British chairman of the world dis- 
armament conference, today de- 
manded a new effort for disarma 
ment. His words rang the more im- 
pressively in face of the threat to 
European stability inherent in Ger- 
many’s announced withdrawal from | 
the league. 

“My message to you,” he told a 
| great peace delegation, “is that 
disarmament must go on and that 
the league covenant must not be 


treated as a scrap of paper. 
“It cost ten million er and 
| twenty million wounded to bring 
e league into being 
_ We ‘ill not break faith with 
the dead who fell that there 
should be no more war. We will 
not suffer the hope that peace 


| will be killed. We will not Iet | 


the world plunge into barbarian- 

ism through another world war.” 

The delegates, headed by Lord 
Robert Cecil, representing world- 
wide peace organizations, interrupt- | 
ed his outspoken words with a burst 
of cheering. 
| “Te you who represent pubiic 

opinion I would say,” Mr. Hend- 
erson proceeded, “nail your flag to 
the mast of the league. Make the 
will te peace stronger and more 
steadfast than the will to war. 
Every task of reorganizing peace 
must spur us to further efforts. 
Every delay or defeat must call 
forth fresh reserves, stubborn and 
relentless energy.” 

Mr. Henderson said: “We are, 
faced with a situation that makes | 
it necessary to go down to funda- 
mentals.

the finding of the body of an un- 
identified girl near the wreckage 
of the motorship Good Hope of 
Nome, Alaska, swept ashore by a 
heavy gale eight miles north of 
Cape Prince of Wales in Berin, 
Straits Saturday, led the coastguard 
here to believe all eight persons on 
the boat lost their lives. 

Indians were reported today to 
have recovered the one body, while 
the coastguard cutter Northland 
picked up mail, Log, yd and the 
ship's log-book on the beach. The 
vessel was a total loss. 

A wireless méssage from Capt 
Stanley W. Parker of the Northland 
said it was apparent the créw of 
the Good Hope and her passenger: 
had perished. Search continued, 
however, for the other persons.

Wheat Traffic 


Miscalculation 


By R. T. Elliott, K.C., 1150 Summit Ave., Victoria, B.C. 


In the following article Mr. Elliott reviews 
Canada’s situation in wheat, trade and tariffs, 
frankly giving his reactions to prevailing condi- 
tions. Having intensively studied these matters, 
Mr. Elliott's opinions carry considerable weight. 
The views expressed are Mr. Elliott's, and not nec- 
essarily those of The Bulletin —Editor. 

Prime Minister Bennett's miscalculation of the 
wheat traffic should not deceive anybody; should 
not even deceive himself, although he seems to 
have a positive genius for self-deception, 

There are two distinct kinds of wheat export 
traffic in Canadian wheat. The first is where Can- 
ada shuts a nation’s goods out of Canada by pro- 
hibitive tariffs, revaluations, dump duty, currency 
Gifferential charges, and surcharges; and then in- 
vites that nation to buy Canadian wheat, 

The answer is that the requested nation does 
mot buy any Canadian wheat unless it is sold at 
bankrupt sale prices; and then only in small quan- 
tities for necessary blending purposes. 

One illustration is Canadian trade with 
As a result of a peaceful contemplation of the 
Canadian tariff, the importers in China clamped 
down an air-tight boycott against Canada, Last year 
Canadian trade with China amounted to about 
seven miJjion dollars. This is about one day's 
volume of business in the port of Shanghai alone 
The Canton ayea, with its surrounding cities (n- 
cluding the port of Hong Kong) has a daily trade of 
something over ten million dollars per day.

THE HIGHWAY CAMPS 


Three relief camps are to be opened 
along the Jasper Highway west of Edson. 

Supposedly the men to be accommo- 
dated in these camps are to build high- 
way. Otherwise the camps might as well 
be located anywhere else, and locating 
them there is only a pretense at building 
the highway to Jasper. 

If that is the idea, why not open a 
dozen camps and get the highway finished, 
full-width and all-weather, by the opening 
of next year’s motoring season, since the 
wage cost is only 20 cents per day per man 
and there is no danger of a scarcity of 
men? 

If 20 cents per day is to be established 
as the standard wage for highway con- 
Struction in Alberta, the Governments 
may as well say so, open plenty of camps, 
and get as much construction done as pos- 
sible. Surely it is not.expected that men 
will work for less money a year from 
now? 


“WHY CAN’T THEY FIND 
WORK?" 

University students who wore out their 
boots this summer trying to find work at 
which they could earn money to pay for 
their winter's schooling will be interested 
in the advice which Mr. Bennett gave 
them. University graduates who have 
Spent years trying to find jobs of any kind 
that would give them a living will also be 
interested. 

“Why can't they find work? It is be- 
cause they feel that they are entitled to 
make a choice. There is plenty of work to 
be done, but it is not the kind which they 
wish to do. I know a young man who went 
out with a pick and shovel in order to pay 
his way back to college this year. How 
many girls do you know who are willing to 
go out and do housework?” 

That is the Premier’s explanation of 
why University students—and graduates 
—find the money question insoluble. They 
are too “fussy” about the kind of work 
they do. And no doubt the Premier be- 
lieves what he says, absolutely. 

That only illustrates how wide is the 
chasm which separates Premier Bennett 
from the “common herd.” He can’t for the 
life of him understand why anybody 
should be unable to earn a living, and 
something more than a living. ‘There is 
plenty of work to be done,” ete. 

But just where is that work, Mr. Ben- 
net? Everyone knows young men who 
would have been glad to wield a pick and 
shovel this summer, and young women 
who would have been glad to do house- 
work, if they could thereby have earned 
money to finance their year at ‘Varsity. 
Where were these jobs hiding all summer 
when these young people were looking for 
them, knowing that if they did not find 
them their University life was for the time 
at an end? 

The plain fact, plain enough to every- 
one but Mr. Bennett, is that there simply 
were not enough jobs to go around this 
summer, jobs of any kind offering remun- 
eration that would help to meet the cost 
of a University term. What could the male 
student do with his pick and shovel, except 
dig a hole and bury his hope of getting 
back to Varsity? Where could the co-ed 


WHY THEY ARE “STAGGERING” 

At Saskatoon, as at Edmonton, Mr. 
Bennett devoted some time to a candid ex- 
pression of his opinion as to why the 
people of Canada are now groaning under 
the burden of a “staggering” load of 
municipal, provincial and federal debt 
amounting to $8,000,000,000. That is be- 
cause “We have been a borrowing, mort- 
gaging, ambitious and reckless people.” It 
was, he said, “A merry time when we were 
voting money for railroads, public build- 
ings and streets, but now comes the time 


to pay. 
Fad that, oppensntiy, ends the argu- 
ment so far as Mr. Bennett is concerned; 
he has ue etoneline to su : & but thet 
we go on to pay, or default—whic’ 
was “not to be considered.” 

This is at least enlightening. His coun- 


trymen know now what their Prime Min- 
ister thinks of them. They are a reckless 
lot of gamblers, who got themselves intu 
the mess and will now have to get them- 
selves out of it so far as he is concerned. 
The cities aspired to paved streets and 
sidewalks, and recklessly borrowed to 
build them. The rural councils wanted 
roads, and recklessly borrowed money to 
make them. The provincial governments 
were beseeched for gravelled highways, 
and recklessly borrowed to construct 
them. Former Dominion” governments 
spent money and pledged public credit to 
build railways, recklessly borrowing the 
money. Having played the spendthrift we 
now have to pay for the spree; and Mr. 
Bennett doesn't seem to be very sorry 
about it either. No doubt he thinks the 
experience will be good for us, and that 
the longer the agony lasts the longer we 
will remember it. 

But that isn’t quite the end of the argu- 
ment. There are several other considera- 
tions that must be taken into account. One 
of them is this: the $8,000,000,000 burden 
of public debt was not a “staggering load” 
in the 1926-29 period. We were carrying it 
quite easily at that time. Municipal taxes 
were being paid and municipal debt instal- 
ments paid off. Provincial revenues were 
coming in as freely as required. The 
Dominion was paying off its bonded debt 
in scores of millions every year out of cur- 
rent revenue. Restore taxpayer earnings 
to the 1926-29 level and the public will no 
longer “stagger” under the debt load. 

That is where the difficulty lies. The 
Canadian people were not the wild irres- 
ponsibles Mr. Bennett thinks them to be, 
when they incurred this debt. It was pay- 
able, and was being paid, while their earn- 
ings remained at the level at which it was 
incurred. It will be again payable when 
their earnings are restored to that level. 
And, however, shocking to the Prime Min- 
ister, it never will be payable or paid until 
that level is restored. The thing just can't 
done, and no number of allusions to the 
hardships of our honored and oft-swindled 
forefathers will make it possible. 

The people of Canada do not want to 
cheat anybody. They are protesting be- 
cause they have been cheated, and are 
being required to pay back two or three 
times the value they borrowed. They can- 
not do that. And they will keep right on 
protesting against the dollar robbery that 
is being practised upon them, however 
much Mr. Bennett or anybody else may 
scold them.

Yesterday I drove out through the Saanich 
peninsula, dotted with small berry farms, to Brent- 
wood, thenco on the ferry to Mill Bay, to pay a 
visit to Mr. and Mrs, Neil F. MacIntosh, well known 
Kdmontonians, who have bought a beautiful place 
near the head of Mill Bay. From the living room 
and verandah one looks acroés a little point of land 
almost due east, through Cowichan Gap and across 
the Straits of Georgia. A little to the south the 
snowy outlines of Mount Baker and the Olympics 
raise their heads to the sky, the Indian summer 
haze making them appear as if floating in the air. 
In Captain Vancouver's printed diary is a copy 
of the map of Juan de Fuca, whose name is given 
to the Straits he discovered. He did not penetrate 
them much past the present site of Victoria. But 
it must have been a fine day when his galleons or 
caravels turned about, for he marks the outline of 
the high mountain range to the south with the 
word “Olympus”. It must have looked like the 
the sea-weary Spanish 


navigator. 

Twenty-eight years of travelling the prairies 
as Neil MacIntosh did, after a boyhood in Scotland, 
has kindled a great love for this sea and mountain 
view, Unlike Juan de Fuca, he can see it from the 
comfort and security of a home with a stone fire- 
place, with roses and berries, apples and grapes 
growing in the garden around him.

“They tell us our stuff had to 
be sold cheap because it was over-ripe, We never 
know; we've no check on them,” he said. The “cent 
a pound or on the ground” slogan of the Okanagan 
apple growers is likely to stir similar action among 
the tomato growers for a minimum price to cover 
production costs, on all tomatoes accepted. 

The garden life doesn’t seem to be any more 
free from complications than when our first parents 
made their unsuccessful venture into fruit. | 

Some of the failures are due to misfit people. | 
Fruit-growing is not an idyllic existence. It means } 
a fight against insect pests with lime and sulphur | 
and whale soap, nicotine sulphate and other such | 
chemical messes. It means budding and spraying 
grafting and picking and packing at the right time | 
and in the right way. One chap of whom a govern- | 
ment inspector in the Okanagan told me, couldn't | 
pick his peach crop, then overripe, because he'd | 
made a tennis engagement. The inspector rustled | 
up a crew of pickers and sold the crop to a canning | 
factory while the owner fulfilled his engagement | 
for tea and tennis.

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Health and Diet Advice

OCTOBER IS THE PEAK MONTH FOR COLDS 

News from London is that men who work in a 
wareffouse where cinnamon is stored never have 
colds; it is believed that breathing the fine dust 
from the spice prevents their catching cold, At the 
present time, much study is being made of the 
common cold and one doctor has found a way to 
give chimpanzees the same kind 
of a cold that humans have. 

The ordinary head cold is a 
very common condition and 
estimates show that almost one 
fourth of the people have four 
or five colds a year; consider- 
ably more than half of them 
have two colds a year, and the 
rest cither have no colds or one 
per year. The cold is the largest 
single cause of sickness among 
workers and more than half of 
the workers who stay home, do 
so on account of colds. 

Although a cold is called a

minor illness, it may be fairly expensive and 


would judge that your last cold probably cost you 
at least five dollars, if you add in lost wages, and 
the cost of any medicine you may have bought for 
it. Colds should be avoided because they are ex- 
pensive, they make you miserable, you may casily 
pass them on to others and because they mey 
develop into such serious disorders as sinus trouble, 
catarrh, deafness, bronchitis or pneumonia. 

A cold is an acute attack of catarrh which affects 
the mucous membrane which lines the nose; it is 
@ self-limiting disease, that is, it runs its course 
and then stops. Very frequently the irritation 
spreads from the nose to the eyes, or to the throat 
causing hoarseness, or down the bronchial tubes 
causing bronchitis, or to the sinus cavities of the 
face causing sinus trouble. Or, the acute condition 
may develop into chronic catarrh. 

The underlying or fundamental cause of a cold 
is a toxemia or poisoning of the whole body by 
wrong eating and wrong habits of living. When this 
toxic condition is present, your resistance to the 
germs causing colds is lowered to such a degrce 
that such a small exciting cause as becoming very 
tired may be all that is needed to bring on a cold. 
You cannot avoid the germs of colds, because they 
are always around you, but you can eliminate 
those wrong habits of eating and living which pro- 
duce the undérlying toxemia. Keep your nose and 
throat healthy and keep your bloodstream cleansed 
of wastes, and you become free of colds at any

abnormal amounts of mucus, and over-dressing in | 


heavy clothing in warm rooms, Bundling up in 
heavy clothing prevents the free elimination of 


wastes from the skin and also causes a faint per- | 
spiration which encourages chilling upon going out } 
into cold. Dry, hot indoor air is another contribut- | 
ing cause of colds and men who work outdoors in | 


all kinds of weather have fewer colds than those | 


working in offices. Practical experience has shown 


that if the patient who has many colds will stay | 


outdoors this will have a remarkable effect in help- 
ing to overcome the tendency. 

An acute cold is in reality a helpful measure 
since it is Nature's way of making an effort to 
cleanse the system of toxic wastes. These impuri- 
ties are thrown out in the abnormal flow of mucus 
and burned up by any fever which may be present. 
During a cold the mucous membranes simply be- 
come an extra channel of elimination until such 
time as all poisons are cleaned out. If you have 
lived in such a way that a cold develops, try to 


help it do its work of elimination, rather than try |

On This Date 


—a Day in Canadian History—

THE “DURHAM RACES” 

On this date, in 1839 the people 
of Upper Canada, such of them 
as could afford to read the news- 
papers, were either laughing at 
or growling at the news in their 
daily journal about a political 
meeting of the previous day. 
Politics were at fever heat in 
those days. The famous report 
of Lord Durham advocating re- | 
sponsible government and the | 
union of Lower and Upper Can- | 
ada was a bone of contention. 
The Tories, naturally objected to 
the proposals; the Reformers, 
equally naturally, endorsed them; 
and on October 15 a meeting was 
called by the Reformers at Davis’ 
hotel, ten miles north of Toronto, 
to support Lord Durham's policy. 
It was quite an important affair. 
Among those present were Dr. 
Baldwin, his famous son, Robert, 
Francis Hincks (afterwards Sir 
Francis) and other leaders of the 
party. 

The Toronto Tories decided that |

The trouble with 
the libraries in the big centres was 
the fact that such pretentious build- 
ings were erected that the overhead

afford books.

Library 
Bervice, at the time, was available 
to only 2.5 per cent of the rural dis- 
tricts.

Isles. 


Interesting statistics were quoted 


hy Miss Montgomery. Today the 
extension department of Alberta 
Berves a population of 431.000 
throughout the province. Alberta is 


250 times as large as the little coun- 
ty of Derby in England and yet, 
there, library service is given to the 
bame population. 

In England, 100 books is the mini- 


mum mumber in every box, and 
they are sent out for a _ period of 
four months. as is done here. In 


‘Alberta there are 40 or 50 books to 
the box. 

Before long the large cities of 
England found that the small vil 
Jages had a far better library ser- 
vice than they did. Representatives 
of the buroughs approached the 
trustees of the Carnegie fund for 
a similar service. They gained 
demands, and today the buroughs 
pay the cost of the building, and 
the salary of the librarian, while 
the country library supplies the 
books 

At times the county library is un- 
able to meet demands for rare pub- 
lications and the largest volumnes, 
sent in by their patrons. It is then 
that the librarian immediately com- 
municates with the librarian of the 
national central library which will 
Procure the desired volume within 
& remarkably short lapse of time. 


REGIONAL BUREAUS 

Regional bureaus are established 
Gnd contain catalogues of all the 
books available in any of the 
libraries. Through application to the

through their service. The regional

REPORTERS GOT 


Chief Concern Was Break- 
fast During Brief Hali- 
fax Visit 


HALIFAX, Oct. 16 —Germany’s 
“real spiritual forces” are not ex- 
tinct, but “crushed into silence,” 
Prof. Albert Einstein told Dr. H. L. 
Stewart of Dalhousie University 
yesterday, as the liner carrying the 
noted physicist to the United States 
stopped in Halifax harbor. « The 
Dauhousie professor in a public ad- 
dress last night discussed his con- 
versation with Dr. Einstein. 
| A soft-boiled egg holds more in- 
terest for Einstein than the time- 
honored custom whereby arriving 
celebrities air their views for the 
ships’ reporters. 

The world - famous German 
scholar came to Halfax yesterday, 
and left again, and all the news- 
men got was a shake cf the scien- 
tists head and a glance that told 
them, more plainly than words, to 
go away and let him finish his 
breakfast. : 

He said nothing—literally. That 
shake of the’ head, tossing the un- 
ruly hair, was his nearest approach 
to speech. And then the mathe- 
matician bent to his egg with a look 
of resignation. 

It was in the dining saloon of the 
liner Westernland. bound for New 
York from England. The professor 
is on the way to take up research 
work at Princeton University. 

Mrs. Einstein was slightly more 
voluble. “Thank you.” she said as 
the reporters left, grateful, appar- 
ently, for their departure. 

But although the Einsteins were 
uncommunicative towards the press, 
with Rabbi Herbert I. Simckes, Har- 
vey L. Weber, member of the ad- 
ministrative committee of the Fed- 
eration of Young Judaea of Canada. 
and others, they discussed current 
affairs freely, including the dis- 
persal of Jews from Germany under 
the Hitler regime. Members of the 
delegation declined to discuss this 
later. 

They said. however. he had re- 
marked upon the possibilities for 
“vast development” in Canada when 
someone informed him this country 


had a population of only about 
10,000,000. In western Canada, par- 
ticularly, he believed, there was 
great room for expansion that 
should “bring better times to 
Canada

cheered Charlies John Armand 
Powlett at the mock trial at the 
University of Alberta when the 18- 
year-old Calgary boy refused to 
sign a blasphemous recantation was 
revealed in the Supreme Court on 
Monday, at the begining of the sec- 
ond week of the $200,000 damage 
action against the University of Al- 
berta, the University Senate and 
the University Board of Governors 
before Mr. Justice Ives, 

A total of 27 witnerses have now 
been heatd+in the long drawn-out 
case, which. started as a result of 
young - Powlett being allegedly 
driven insane by the persecution 
to which he was subjected at the 
freshmen’s initiation ceremonies in 
the fall of 1932. The action is be- 
ing brought by Charles Horatio Ar- 
mand Powlett, Calgary barrister, 
father of young Powlett. | 


MOCK “JUDGE” TESTIFIES 

The evidence with regard to the 
cheering was given by Charles A 
Perkins, Calgary, sophomore at the 
University and “judge” at the mock- 
trial, in direct examination by H. A. 
Dyde, one of the defence counsel. 
The witness admitted to having 
known young Powlett at Western 
Canada High School, Calgary, be-| 
fore coming to University, but 
could not say anything against him. | 

Perkins recalled seeing young 
Powlett on the Tuesday of the trial 
carlier in the day, with R. B. Sen- 
nett printed on his forehead, be- 
cause he had answered that Mr. 
Bennett was the highest form of’ 
“animal life” instead of a sopho- 
more, when asked what was the 
highest form:of animal life. | 

Perkins had spent most of the 
Tuesday afternoon in drawing up| 
the charges against freshman “ac- | 
cused” in collaboration with Mark 
McClung, crown prosecutor at the 
trial, he admitted. | 


REFUSED TO RECANT 

Young Powlett had refused to re- 
cant, and the freshmen in court 
cheered him, as well as the jury. 
Perkins had asked young Powlett to 
stop talking two or three times, 
when he had been making his own 
defence. 

“It is sometimes hard to get coun- | 
sel to stop talking,” said Mr. Justice 
Ives with a smile and the crowd, 
tittered. 

A. L. Smith, K.C., chief counsel 
for plaintiff, smothered the witness 
with sarcasm, when he rasped out: 
“And the trial was because young 
Powlett wouldn't realize the glory 
and dignity attached to the position 
of a sophomore at the University 
of Alberta? Because he wouldn't do 
that, he had to wear a jackass uni- 
form, had to courtsey to sopho- 
mores, had to be humiliated as 
much as possible.” 

The witness looked confused. 

“You had been a freshman,” re- 
lentlessly went on Mr. Smith. “You 
tried ‘to square up the account for 
the previous year?” 

Witness gave a hesitating agree- 
ment, 

Mr. Smith attacked the witness 
for the sufferings undergone “by 
that young, bewildered, lonesome 
lad” and asked if Perkins had no- 
ticed any signs of his hyving been 
mentally unbalanced.

ARTICLE SEVENTEEN

Finger Tips, Not 


Receiver Watches Pigskin While Running Toward Point Wher 


Toss Ils To End

Forward passes are usually 
thrown to a player running away 
from them—so to speak. The passer 
especially on long tosses, aims the 
ball at a spot toward which the 
player is speeding.
